A dozen years ago, when eastern ten- 


derfoot capitalists were aa thick as black- 
berri^s in the west, and every single man 
of them was ready to buy a silver mine 
before breakfast, four of us who had 
iumaed an old cl*lm in Nevada put up a 
job to catch a sucker. We went down 
about twelve feet with a shaft, struck

else tte could spare, and when we had 
tbrf bait ready not one of us could have 
/put up enough money to pay a week s 
board in advance. 
We placed our figures at $20,000, and 


as I was the smoothest talker of the 
quartet I was seleceed as the spider to 
•walk the fly into our parlor. I went up 
to Virginia City, and after a couple of 
days I got hold of a Boston man. He 
•was not only green, but powerful anx- 
ious to be taken in. He was loaded down 
with money and overflowing with confi- 
dence. Our first conversation ran about 
aa follows: 
"Are you looking for an investment in 


mining property?" 


"I am, sir. Have you anything in that 


line?' 
"Yes, sir. I own a one-fourth interest 


In a claim which we believe to be very 
rich." 


"One-fourth? Oh, I want the whole 


thing. I don't want no partners in this 
enterprise." 


"But I think you can buy all of us 


out""That alters the case. I'll look at your 
claim and make you an offer." 


I took him out there. I don't believe 


he knew the first thing about ore, but he 
desranded the shaft, looked around a bit, 
and when we had hauled him up he said: 


"Doesn't.seem to be overly rich, but 


I'll chance it. I'll give you §16,000 cash 
for your right, title and interest." 


We closed on that, transferred our 


rights, and almost broke our necks to get 
out of the country before any climax 
came. The old chap was the butt of rid- 
icule for several weeks, but people then 
began to laugh the other way. He got 
men and machinery to work, sunk three 
or four shafts, and inside of a year he 
took over $100,000 worth of ore out of 
that claim. Inside of three years he 
took out half a million, and then sold to 
a syndicate for double that sum.

naces in their rooms. There were n 
carpets in those days, and rushes an 
sweet herbs were spread on the floor m 
stead, especially when company was ex- 
pected. 
There were tapestries on the 


walls of the finer houses. At dinner 
people sat on wooden benches and stools 
at a heavy table of boards set on trestles, 
and this was covered with cloth. The 
bill of faro changed with the centuries 
in those days, and not much from day to 
day; 
the food was barley and oaten 


bread, bacon, fish, capons, eggs and an 
abundance of home brewed ale, and the 
nobles sometimes had wine from the 
east.—Good Housekeeping. 


Napoleon's Ixist Cameos. 


For many years tho Bibliotheque Na- 


tionale of Paris has bewailed the loss of 
two dozen very fine ancient cameos boi 
rowed by Napoleon I and never returned 
The emperor had them mounted in a 
tiara, and when Louis XVIII came to 
tho throne they were found among the 
crown jewels, and were sent along with 
them to England for safety when Napo 
leon escaped from Elba, Since then they 
have been hopelessly lost. The curator 
had failed to preserve a detailed descrip- 
tion of the gems. M. Germain Bapst, 
however, has been able to provide the 
substance of the missing document, and 
has published it in his "Histoiro des 
Joyaux de la Couronne." Should the 
cameos ever come into the market, they 
may be recognized and bought back by 
the authorities. It is generally supposed 
that they are retained by the heirs of the 
Comte de Chambord.—Jeweler's Weekly
